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Claims 1-47 are pending in this application. 

Applicant is advised of the following - claim amendment is suggested to improve 
the clarity of the claims: 

(1) In patent claim interpretation, "about wt.% or less of hydrogen peroxide" 
typically includes 0% hydrogen peroxide. It appears that this may not be the intent in 
the present claims. Additional claim language is suggested to exclude 0% hydrogen 
peroxide. 

(2) Claims 7-9, 29-31 recite and refer to C12 and C14. Such references must be 
clear in its specific antecedent basis. Without more, C12 and C14 does not necessarily 
have to refer to the carbon chain of the monoglyceride. Additional claim language is 
suggested. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, "2% wt.%" is confusing. 

Claims 25-47 are allowed, subject to a search update at the time of the next 
Office Action, and applicant is advised to make the above noted clarifying amendments. 

Claims 2-24 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
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base claim and any intervening claims, subject to a search update at the time of the 
next Office Action. 

Claim 24 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 24 is open to the 
monoglyceride having a carbon chain length of "about 10 to about 14," whereas the 
independent claim from which claim 24 depends requires the carbon chain length to be 
12 to 16. The discrepancy renders claim 24 improperly dependent on independent 
claim 1.
